He is .a,presidefit of the bosses 
in his party, and there are four or five repub- 
licdan senators who beve-sworn eternal enmity 
to stalwart bossism. ‘hey are ready to em- 
barrass the administration whenever they car 
reasonably do so. These men | expect to vote 
against the confirmetion of Atkins as judge 
of the northern district of Georgia, because 
their subjection to the dictate 
of party will not be strong enough to over- 
come the objections that will. be clearly 
shown against the nominee.

THE ENGLISH TROOPS READY TO 
MARCH INLAND. 


The Strong Position Held by Arabi—Buropeans In- 
citing the Arabs—Cutting of the Fresh-Water 
Cana}—A General Massacre Expected in 
Gairo—Ialians Asked to Join In. 


Lonwon, July 22.—A dispatch from Alex- 


morning, says that Major-General Allison is 
just moving out with twe regiments of in- 
fantry and a mounted squadron in the direction 
of Arabi Pasha’s entrenchments. This move- 
ment will probably lead to an engagement. 
A dispatch to the News from Constantinople 
reports that all European officers who have 
been serving with Arabi Pasha have deserted 
to the khedive.

Cairo, and Lo doubt a general 
massacre has begun. The news 
of the massacre of Europeargs in 
various parts of Egypt has exzited great in- 
dignation and tbe delay in taking action is 
bitterly commented on. Arabi Paska’s proc- 
lamation has already effected a marked 
change in the attitude of the populace here. 
Servile civility has been exchanged fer a sul- 
len and insolent attitude. The kbhedive re- 
ports that he has learned that Arabi .Pasha’s 
troops are still further damaging the 
canal at Buidah. Europeans continue 
to land the streets are fairly 
full ‘with @nglish, French, Germans, 
Italians and Greeks, 
on its way from Malta has been shipped with- 
out horses. Wo horses can be obtained here, 
and the artillery, which is much wanted, 
will be useless when it arrives. 

The Times has the following: Alexandria, 
July 21.—Arabi's camp is visible from the 
tower of a house at Ramleh.

The Notables at Cairo Formally Depose the Khedive 

The Daily Telegraph has the following: The 
troops last night slept outside the walls. The 
notables, at a meeting in Cairo, have adopted 
a resolution declaring that the khedive, hay- 
ing violated the constitution, is a traitor, and 
have deposed him. They have also issued a 
proc.amation declaring war with England, 
and summoning all good Moslems to fight 
against her. There is with Arabi Pashaa Swiss 
adventurer named Ninet. It is noterious 
that he has dome more than anybody else to 
bring about the recent disasters. When 
caught he will be dealt with summarily. 
A few days before the bombardment he was 
ejected from the French consulate as a spy. 
[ saw to day four Egyptian officers of high 
rank here in «andress uniform. They all 
j took part in the defense. A person who has 
bad twenty years experience in Egypt told me 
that in the same train in which he came from 
Cairo were two German artillery officers who 
assisted in the defense, and are here now. 
Pressure is being put on the khedive to pro- 
claim Arabi Pashaarebel. At a meeting of 
foreign consuls held at Port Said yesterday it 
was agreed to call on the © admiral's 
and captains of the men-of-war in’ the 
harbor to ask what steps are 
to be taken for the security of th@#Europeans 
on shore in the event of an outbreak. Fresh 
earth works bave been thrown up by the 
iigyptians at Fort Guerniel, about 6 miles 
from here. The Arabs at Ismalia are murder- 
ing the Copts. Every European has now teft 
Cairo. A correspondent of the Times at 
Alexandria writes that he is convinced that 
the reports of the number of persons massa- 
cred at the time of the bombardment are 
grossly exaggerated. The British appoint- 
ment of Ashmetrifiar as governor of Alexan- 
dria will be mainly nominal, but his use as a 
figurehead will enable authority to be exer- 
cised without wounding native susceptibility. 


ITALY INVITED. 


Ten Theusaad Men on Their Way-—The French 
Preparations. 

Lonvon, July 22.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times reports that M. Defreycinet has 
communicated with the English government 
in regard to inviting Italy to co-operate with 
England and France. It is believed that 
England will readily acquiesce. The Times 
this morning says: “The foree destined for 
Egypt will be 10,000 men, and this, with the 
truops already sent, will make the total 
strength immediately available of 14,000. 

he Duke of Connaught, Major 
Genera] Allison and Major General Sir 
avers Wood will command brigades. Gen- 
eral Wood has been ordered to be ready to 
embark in a few days. The government yes- 
terday engaged ten vessels for the transport of 
troops, including the national line steamers, 
the Holland and France, and the Allen line 
steamers, the Grecian and Canadian. The 
transport Mianze has been fitted as a cun- 
denser for Alexandria. She can condense 
32,000 gallens of water daily. The embarka- 
tion of the whole force will be completed 
within a fortnight. Cyprus will be the ren- 
dezvous of the force. A dispatch to the Dail 
News from Marseilles states that three batta 
ions arrived at Toulon for the formation of a 
brigade of infantry. The other detachments 
are arriving daily. In the house of commens 
to-day, Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers, secre- 
tary of state for war, stated that the amount 
of the proposed vote of credit for the Egyp- 
tian expedition would be 2,300,000 pounds. 
He said he would also ask for asupplementary 
vote of ten thousand men for the army. 
The troopship Euphrates left Portsmouth to- 
day. She took 1,693 men. Her captain re- 
ceived sealed orders before sailing. It is pre- 
sumed that her destination will be Alexan- 
dria, not Malta.

SNUFF IN THE SENATE. 


The Revenue Bill on ite Passage—Free Ships in the 
House. 

WasHiInaton, July 22.—In the senate, Mr, 
Allison, frum the committee on appropria- 
tions, reported back the house bill directing 
the pliyment to Mrs. Lucretia R. Gartield of 
$50,006, less any sum already paid,on account 
of the late president’s salary. Mr. Hale pre- 
sented the conference report on the defici- 
ency bill. The only disagreement 
was upon the mileage amendment 
and the senate insisted on its position on this 
The 
senate took up the revenue bill, and without 
debate voted down the amendmentoffered by 
Mr. Beck to retain the taxes on perfumery, 
medicinal preparations, and other articles in 
schedule A of section 3,437 of the revised 
statutes. The vote was a _ party one, 
ao 2 ej Mr. Davis, of Thlinois, 
Mr. Vance 
the stamp ‘ax on playing 
Lost on a tie vote, 28 to 28, Mr. Davis, 
of Illinois, not voting. The first section of 
the bill was then adopted. The second sec- 
tion, imposing* specific taxes upon tobacco 
manufacturers, peddlers 
retail dealers, was then discussed. 
The committee’s amendment to the section 
requiring’ that twelve dollars be exacted from 
dealers in leaf tobacco, to be paid annually 
after May Ist, 18383, was adopted. On motion 
of Mr. Beck a proviso was added to the sec- 
tion, as follews: That the farmers and pro- 
ducers of tobacco may sell, at the place of 
production, tobacco of their own growth and 
raising, at retail directly to the consumers, to 
an amount not exceeding $l00annually. The 
vote was 24 to 23. Mahone and Kellogg 
voted aye with the democrats. Bayard voted 
no with the republicans. Mr. Mergan of- 
fered and advocated a new section exempting 
from the present tax imposed upon dealers of 
manufactured tobacce farmers, planters and 
».lJumbermen who furnish supplies ef tobacce 
to their peighbors or employes in quantities 


cards. 


Adopted on a _ viva voce vote. The 
third seetaon, reducing taxes on cigars and 
cigarettes, having been reached, Mr. Mahone 
moved aa amendment fixing the taxes en 
snuff and manufactured tobacco after June l, 
1883, at 8 cents per pound. The amendment 
adopts the precise language of the existing 
statute em the subject except as to the 
rate. Mr. Mahone said the proposition would 
involve a reduction in the reverue of about 
$12,000,000, or twice the amount affected by 
the 12 per cent. rate previously egreed to in 
the first section. The debate on this amend- 
ment oooupied the remainder af the session. 
Without reaching a vote, the senate ad- 
journed. ~ 
SHIP-BUBLDING MATERNJALS. 

In the house, on motion of Mr. Quentker, 
of Wiscensin, the Douster bill to regulate the 
carrying of passengers by seas was taken frem 
the house calendar and passed. On motion 
of Mr Kilis, of Lowisiana, a bill was passed 
authoriziag the St. Tammany water works 
compuny to lay conduit pipes ané acqueducts 
under the water of Lake Ponclatrain to con- 
nect its morthberm shore with the city ef 
New Orleans. Under the call of the commit. 
tee on ways and means the committee called 
up the bill to allow a drawback on foreign 
materials weed in eennection with domestic 
materials in the eonstruction of eteaimn sail 
vessels for foreign account. Mr. ‘Tucker, of 
Virginia, moved to insert the words ‘‘or do- 
mestic’’ after the word foreign in the 
body of the bill So that it 
should read built for foreign 
or domestie account. The _ republicans 
promptly opposed this amendment as opening 
up the question of free ships. ‘‘That’s what 
we waut,’’ came in achorus from the demo- 
cratic side. Onaviva voce vote there ap- 
peared to be a large majority in favor of the 
umendment. The republicans demanded 
tellers, when many on that side re- 
frained from voting, leaving the house 
without a quorum.

The Erie railroad has been experimenting, with 
great success, with naptha as @ fuel instead ef coal, 
in its locomotives. The first experiments, which 
were by using the saptha in the ordinsry railroad 
engine, proved a failure, but it demonstrated the 
practicability of substituting naptha for coal ina 
locomotive specially adapted foritsuse. Dr. Charles 
Holland hassinc invented an engine, which he had 
had made under his special supervision, with which 
the has just made several experimental trips over 
the Erie railroad. The locomotive is so constructed 
that it is fired entirely by hydrogen gas, produced 
by the chemical decomposition of water under the 
action of buraing naptha. With this engine a 
higher rate of speed was attained than was neces- 
sary to run the fastest schedule on the Erie road. 
The cost is from a third to a sixth of the cost of coal. 
The motive power is greater than that of an ordina- 
ty engine. Another advantage is that it produces 
no smoke, sparks or cinders. The probabilities are 
that the Erie road will adopt these newly-invented 
naptha engines and discard the old coal burners.

GrirFrin, July 22.—This correspondent had 
occasion an evening or two since to board 
Captain Ennis’ ‘“‘goober’ train from this 
place to Barnesville. “‘Ting,” “ting,’’ went 
the gong, and forthwith Uncle Bill Mitchell, 
the veteran manipulator of the throttle, 
pulled his little piece of machinery wide 
open and the way we went, with increased 
speed at every revolution of the big drivers 
carrying us faster and faster, and it was one 
of the times, for a fact, when the telegraph 


poles looked like the teeth in a fine-tooth 
comb. I was inthe front end of the bag- 
gage car next the engine, watching Billy 
tickle his engine in his perfectly ‘‘at hume”’ 
way, when the idea eccurred 
to me that if we should 
by accident jump the track we wouldn't 
stop short of the Atlantic right through the 
the woods I imagined for a moment, so I con- 
cluded to go to the rear end of the train, and 
without saying a word to anybody I proceed- 
ed. On my arrival I found but one passenger 
in the coach, and that was a fellow hugging 
the water-cooler, who turned and said: ‘‘ Look 
here, my friend, ain’t this kinder lively?’ 
Well, yes, said I, but keep cool. We'll go 
through all right. Have a seat, etc. “I will,” 
he responded ‘if you’]i come and help me 
turn this dam thing aloose.’’ About this 
time the air brakes were applied, when my 
friend, cooler and all went over, splash! and 
I thought I should collapse with laughter.

THE PEACH SEASON. 

Never, in the history of Griffin, have there 
been as many peaches shipped from hefe as 
has been for the past two weeks.

tween 700 and 1,000 crates leave here daily per 
express. Extra force sufficient to handle this 
quantity of fruit has been employed, and 
while the trains may be delayed only a min- 
ute or two in loading, yet it goes on all the 
same, and arrives at its farthest destination in 
about 38 hours, generally in good condition, 
makes quick returns, and the people say 
there’s nothing like it.

The Philosopher, the Professor, the Scrivener and the 
Rest of the West End Club Pay a Visit 'o Judge 
John L. Hopkins’s Fine Farm—What 
They Said and What Irhey Saw. 


‘‘Well,”’ said the Philosopher, seating himself be- 
hind the editorial ponies, “‘in a certain sense we all 
belong to our neighbors. An eld man ought to 
prefer to stay at home, but when his neighbors call 
fur him, he ought to be ready to place himself in 
theirhands. I don’t know where you are going, 
but lam perfectly willing to go. Still, it is wrong 
to suppose thatan old man is tame because hei 
socially gentle. There is more life in old people 
than you young tellowsimagine. The activities are 
never livelier than when they are reflective. Are 
we going upon another adventure with Jerseys?’’ 

‘*Yes,’’ said the Professor, smiling a 200-pound 
smile, ‘“‘weare going to review Judge Hopkins’s 
herd.’’ 

“This is what our young friend,’’ remarked the 
Philosopher, indicating the Scrivener, ‘‘would call 
the renaissance. I havea very vivid remembrance 
of a visit to Judge Hopkins’s nearly two years ago. 
As wedrove up nearly a dozen beautiful heif- 
ers raised their heads from the green lawn and 
gazed at us with lustrous eyes. theticism could 
not conceive of a more thoroughly complete com- 
bination of beauty with utility.’’

We were first introduced to the Marquis of Bute, 
agentleman cow, who was born shortly after the 
arrival of his mother in thiscountry from the island 
of Jersey. He takes the place of Car-Boy at the 
head of Judge Hopkins's herd. While he lacks 
some of the distinguishing features of Car-Boy, he 
isan animal of extraordinary beauty, remarkable 
for his gentle disposition. The contour of his head 
and face is as fine as that of a cow, and this, together 
with the peculiar curve of his horns, gives the im- 
pression that at last here is a Jersey bull with orig- 
inaland distinguishing features. Car-Boy, jr., is 
also an animal of remarkable beauty and promise, 
but he is rough in his manners, and will not im 
prove in this respect. Upon the whole, the club, 
Philosopher, Professor and all, would prefer to be 
commended to the Marquis of Bute, with his mild 
eyes, his gentle deportment, and his crumpled 
horns. 

‘‘My herd,” said the judge, as he took the club 
under his arm and carried it around his farm, ‘‘i 
notin tip-top condition. I have allowed the cows 
to rough it alittle this seasonin the hope that it 
would benefit their general health. I think they 
areimproved in this respect, but they are not im- 
proved in their looks, Still’’—with that sweet air 
of persuasion that has moved juries in the direc- 
tion of justice—‘‘still they are very beautiful to 
me.”’ 

The cows were in a meadow which had been set 
in Bermuda grass, and they were making the most 
of their opportunity. 

‘‘My opinion is,’’ said the judge, in response toa 
question, ‘that Bermuda grass is the grass for this 
country. In the first place it will make its own 
way on the poorest land; if it is coaxed a little it 
will make the finest pasture to be found anywhere, 
and if itis cultivated for hay, the returns are surer 
and more profitable than those of any other plant. 
The beauty of it is, a field once properly set in Ber- 
muda grass will last for twenty years and yield 
rich returns all the time ”’ 

‘And yet,’’ said the Philosopher, ‘‘a few years 
ago the farmers of Georgia thought Bermuda would 
ruin the country. In Hancock courty, I remem- 
ber, the sudden and unexplained appearance of 
Bermuda grass caused great consternation among 
the farmers. The other day, however, one of these 
same farmers was bragging how many tons of hay 
he gathered from an acre of river bottom that had 
been surrendered to clover. I expect it’s a good 
thing. Idon’tremember the rumber of tons, be- 
cause I had to warn my farmer .friend that there 
was such a thing as slipping up in figures, ButI 
am convinced he was telling the iruth.’’ 

‘There is practically no limit,’ Judge Hopkin 
went on, ‘‘to the extent of grass crops that might be 
grown in Georgia,and scarcely any limit to the 
profits in them.’’ 

‘‘In my opinion,’’ said the Professor, ‘there is 
enough ‘worn-out’ land in Georgia to supply the 
rest of the country with forage.’’ 

‘“Well,”” said the Philosopher, sighing, ‘‘a friend 
of mine in the neighborhood of DukesborougH used 
to say that a tray full of guano would run an acre 
of Georgia land distracted, and I am inclined to be- 
lieve him.’’ 

‘In the direction of butter making,’’ said the 
judge, ‘‘lucerne is probably ahead of any forage 
plant we have, andit would. no doubt, be more 
popular but for the labor and cost of preparing the 
land ; but these are mere moonshine Compared with 
the result,”’

‘“T have never kept the butter record of my cows,” 
said Judge Hopkins, in reply to a question, “but J 
I propose to go about it 
carefully, and whatever the record may be can be 
verified by affidavits. I will tell you this, however, 
a pound of buttera day isavery good yield for a 
cow, and an animal that will yield two pounds a. 
day ought to be carefully tended and loéked after. 
I have several cows here in whose butter-making 
qualities [ have great confidence. Take, or in- 
stance, those white and yellow cows there. They 
are full blood Guernseys, and I think a test will 
place their butter record rery high.’’ 

But what was all this to the Scrivener, who had 
come te see some of his old favorites? 

‘“Maple Leaf,’’ said Judge Hopkins, turning to 
him with a pitying smile, ‘is now a grandmother. 
She is no longer picturesque, but she is a valuable 
cow. That matronly looking animal yonder doesn’t 
resemble the Helga that you saw wading about in 
the grasson the lawn.”’ 

And so on and so forth. Verily, change is writ- 
ten on everything from a ten-cent shinplaster to a 
Jersey cow. There is less romance in the beauty of 
these cows than wher they were wandering around 
as heifers, unconscious of the butter under their 
hides, but the beauty is there nevertheless. 

Starting homeward, we turned and looked back. 
Outlined against the green hillsides were the grace- 

ul forms of the cows; near by a cluster of calves 


gave us heartrending glances; Bessie, the mastif, 
slipped into the fish-pond ahd swam slowly across; 
and a hydraulic ram chucked loudly as it drove the 
water across the hills. “‘So-long.’’ was the word, 
and the judge was no doubt glad to hear it.

TENNESSEE UNIVERSITY. 


Detalis of the Election of Professor Glenn With a 
Sketch et His Life. 
From the Knoxville Chronicle. . 

A called meeting of the board of t: ustees of 
the university of Tennessee was held yester- 
day in the oftice of the secretary and treasur- 
er, for the purpose of electing two professors 
to fill the vacancies caused by the recent re- 
signation of Professor E. 8. Jones and Professor 
J. M. McBryde. 

President Humes being absent, Rev. James 
Park, D.D., was elected to the chair, and Col- 
onel Moses White was selected secretary pro 
tem, on account of the sickness of Mr. R, 
Craighead, the secretary. 

After the transaction of some routine busi- 
ness, Professor John W. Glenn, of Jeffirson, 
Jackson county, Ga., was elected to the chair 
of agriculture, horticulture, and botany, for 
the next year at the university. Professor 
Glenn is a native of Georgia, son of Rev. J. W. 
Genn, and is about forty vears of age, in the 
prime of a vigorous manhood. He isa gradu- 
ate of the University of Georgia, at Athens. 
He was for years a professor in the East Ala- 
bama college, at Auburn, Ala., but has for 
several years past, and at the ~”e time 
bolds the position of principal of Martin 
institute, at Jefferson, Ga. He was reared on 
a farm, and was actively engaged in the pur- 
suits of a farm life for years. He has always 
taken much interest in scientific agriculture, 
and has submitted many papers to the Georgia 
state agricultural society which attracted at- 
tention. Heisan accomplished scholar and 
thorough teacher, and comes with strong let- 
ters of recommendation from such men as 
Governor A. H. Colquitt, State School Com- 
missioner Gustavus Orr and E. M. Pendleton, 
of Atlanta, former professor in the university 
of Georgia. He is known vo be a most excel- 
lent man, and will no doubt perfurm the 
duties of his office with great acceptability. 
He is a Methodist by profession. 

Professor Rodes Massie, of Richmond, Va., 
was elected to the chair of English and 
modern languages. “ 

Professor Massie is a graduate of the Uai- 

versity at Lexington, and also of the uni- 
versity of Virginia, having afterwards spent 
some years in Europe, in the study of the 
French and German languages. He first 
taught in the Washinton and Lee university, 
at Lexington, and is now in charge of the 
tichmond Baptist college. He is a man in 
the very prime of lite, about forty years of 
age, with fine attainments and superior 
qualifications, and comes to us very highly 
and satisfactorily recommended. He will 
without doubt bring credit to the professor- 
ship which he assum es.

Irish Potatoes. 
From the Monroe, Ga., Advertiser. 

“Are you getting Irish potatoes now, in an- 
swer to youradvertisement?’’ we asked of Mr. 
W. A. Pye, the other day. 

‘“Yes,’’ he repiied; ‘“‘the people are bringing 
them in—not in large quantities to be sure, 
but I am shipaing several barrels a day, and 
that amounts to sumething. I don’t suppose 
such athing was ever dune in Forsyth be- 
fore.”’ 

‘I suppose not,’’ was the reporter's answer. 

‘Where do you ship them?’ 

“To Atlanta, Savannah and New York. It 
depends on the prices. I send them where I 
can get the best prices; and it is sometimes in 
one place and sometimes in another.” 

If Mr. Pyeships a hundred barrels of Irish 
potatoes this season, or five hundred barrels, 
it will not bea big thing; but itvill probably 
be the beginning of a big thing. Lt will at 
least show that a big business can be done in 
Irish potatoes, for there is practically no limit 
to the market for them, and there is_ practi- 
cally no difficulty in growing them. A gen- 
tleruan in Barnesville planted several acres in 
this vegetable last spring, and has sold several 
hundred bushels. Considerable money can be 
made by the people of Mouroe county, if 
they will raise Irish potatoes for sale. Here- 
tofore they have made only enough for home 
consumption. Next spring they should 
plant more and so be prepared to ship in 
large quantities. They will bring good prices, 
and we doubt not there will be a market 
found right bere in Forsyth by merchants 
who will ship. Thus the grower will have no 
risk and only the trotble of digging and 
bringing to Forsyth. The people of Monroe 
must give more attention to truck farming. 
In all probability improved railroad facilities 
will next year bring the markets of the north 
practically to our very doors. This is one way 
to recover what we lost in the war. Let us 
not despise small things. ‘‘Many a mickle 
makes a muckle.’’ A _ succession of small 
things the year round will make, in the ag- 
gregate, a big crop, and they will not mate- 
rially interfere with the production of the 
main crops—cotton and the grains.

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Historic Guns. 
From the Rome, Ga., Courier. 

The battery of four guns (howitzers), now 
in charge of @he Cherokee Artillery of this 
city, has a history of interest. The battery 
was first provided by the state under order 
from Adjutant-General Henry Wayne, now 
of Savannah, but fer many years adjutant- 
general of Georgia, and in 1850 presented to 
the Georgia military institute under the 
superintendency of Major Brumby. 

There it remained in use as a bajtery of in- 
struction for the state Cadets, and besides the 
use to which it was placed in the school of 
the artillerist, sent forth many salutes of a 
state and federal character. In 1860, when ic 
became evident that the states would separate 
from the union, the battery was temporarily 
loaned to the Atlanta Grays, Captain Wallace 
commanding. When South Carolina seceded 
a section of the battery under command of Ist 
Lieutenant H. D. Capers, fired a salute of one 
hundred guns in Atlanta on the open ground 
near the depot in that city, now the site of 
Dodd’s building and others, and the same was 
repeated for Georgia and Alabama as they 
successively withdrew from the union. The 
guns were subsequently condemned— 
two of them having honey-comb depres- 
sions, arti several accidents resulting 
fataily have taken place. Notably the one in 
Milledgeville. When General Johnston re- 
treated from Kennesaw mountain this battery 
being at the Military institute was captured 
and taken to Washington city. There it re- 
mained until the efforts of General Young 
and Dr. Felton restored it to the state, and 
Governor Colquitt placed itin charge of the 
Cherokee Artillery where it now remains.

From 
Utah he came back to Colorade, and con- 
tinued in the mining business until he left 
for Georgia on the 16th ult.

A STARTLING TALE OF GHOSTS 
AND SPOOKS. ; 


The Spectre-Frequented Mansions of Washington. 
The Phantom Lady—The Van Ness Mansion 
Ghost—The Haunted Tavern—A Choice 
Collection of Hair-Raisiug Stories. 


From the Washington Osu aah 


Away back in the hazy past, and extending 
over a long period up to the present enlight- 
ened age, ghostly superstitions have been rife. 
Peopie have seen ghosts, hobgoblins, spectres 
and other transparent beings who subsist upon 
atmosphere and travel through space, envel- 
oped in blue mists, sulphurous smoke and 
similar weird accompaniments, until<the 
frequent mention of such occurrences now 
fails to Cause unnecessary excitement or com- 
nient. 7 : 

This belief igconfined to né one country or 
people; it is general. Ameri¢a was supersti- 
tious before the foot of the pale face trod its 


soil. The Indians are, and always have been, 
spiritualists, and believe in a Great Spirit and 


surroundiag hosts of ‘‘lesser lights.’ On the 


southern sea coast the wreckers and _ fisher- 
men are superstitious to a degree bordering on 
lunacy, besides being ardent believers in vou- 
doo doctors, conjurors, ete. During stormy 
nights, wnen, midst the crashing thunder, 
vivid, flashing lightning and howling gale, 
the lofty white capped billows ruinble in, 
splashing and spluttering over the desolate 
beach, these simp e-minded people say 
PHANTOM FIGURES, 

with long, flowing tresses and flapping 
shrouds, can be seen through the sea’s phos- 
phorescent gleam riding upon foaming waves, 
spirits of sailors who found silent graves in 
the ocean’s mighty bosom, without penitence 
or prayer. So general is superstition on the 
south seacoast that captains of life-saving 
crews have frequently been compelled to se- 
lect the majority of their men from inland, 
tne native wreckers refusing to patrol the 
beach on stormy nights ‘‘for fear of meeting 
*hants,’”’ 

Washington is not without superstitions 
and superstitious people. Nearly all of_the 
old historical residences. here come under the 
bane. It will be remembered what a sensa- 
tion was created some years ago when great 
c1owds visited a house just back of the Marine 
barracks, where a defunct marine, who had 
committed suicide by cutting his throat from 
ear to ear, visited his former earthly habita- 
-tion and raised Hades, and how the story was 
yerilied by a constant changing of tenants, the 
parties alleging in each case they could not 
stand the ghostly exhibitions and practical 
demonstrations in the shape of showers of tin 
and glassware and the clanking of chains. 

An old residence several! blocks south of the 
Carroll Manor, on New Jersey avenue, caused 
a similar sensation afew years later, it being 
stated not only by occupants of the house, but 
by neighbors generally. thata 

PHANTOM COACH 
of the old style, surn.ounted by a vapory- 
looking coachman, who drove a pair of 
ghostly steeds with flashing nostrils and bea- 
con eyes, drove up to the carriage stone on 
certain midnights and waited until an an- 
cient looking pair had entered the house and 
returned after a few minutes stay, to be 
whirled back to spirit-land. 
THE VAN NESS GHOSTS, 

The old Van Ness mansion, still later. came 
in for its share. Those who lived in the 
neighborhood —— a frequent and violent 
ringing of bells during the ‘‘wee sma’ hours,”’ 
in the old, unoccupied premises, and it being 
generally known that there was not asingle 
bell in the whole house, crowds visited. the 
place and stood around with gaping mouths 
and open eyes, While spectres inside per- 
formed an indiscribable bell-chorus. ‘Several 
parties of fearless young men went inside to 
investigate, but their presence did not in the 
Jeast intimidate the musical ghosts, who kept 
up the clamor, and the young men inally 
concluded the ringing was caused by natural 
causes, such as the wind blowing through 
crevices, Which operated as an Molian harp. 

But this theory was not generally accepted 
until another party had visited the house on a 
perfectly calm night with the same results. 

Even now, parties who will take favorable 

ositions and stand around long enough can 
Laat the mysterious sounds, it is said. The 
query is frequently put: “Is this the reason 
no one will rent the old place.”’ 

There is 

AN AGED, IVY COVERED HOUSE 

on a certain street in East Washington, which 
was formerly the residence of an, ‘ancient 
and honorable’ old family, and upon whose 
staid walls father time has laid his withering 
hand, which rumor says is haunted. Every 
appearance about the place, especially upona 
moonlight night, when the gaunt, single 
garret window stands out in bold relief, likea 
silent sentry, against the fleecy clouds, the 
dilapidated stairways, leading to a paneled, 
capacious hall, filled with cubby-holes and 
echoes, and a grim, moss-grown brick wail, 
bespeak :nystery and phantoms. 

~ The occupants of this house are an old man. 
a partly-demented niece and an aged colored 
woman. The old man is nearly deaf, the 
niece is incapable of reasoning and the old 
colored woman is so aged that second-child- 
hood has taken complete possession of her. 
The trio court hermitage, and only get into 
the fresh air when, on asummer evening, 
they stroll about or sit contentedly on rustic 
benches in the wall-inclosed yard, once band-

“Good evenin’, sah,’’ responded old Aunt 
Polly to the Critic reporter’s salutation.

You know 
T'se lived dere now nigh onto twenty-nine 
ears, ebber since Massa John cum in frum 
-Virginny. Of course we is used to dem tings 
now, but laws-a-massy, now 1 did git fright- 
ened when we fust moved to dat house.”’ 

“What was the nature of the sights, Aunt 
Polly?’ 

“What was de-—— natur’? Oh, yes, sah, I 
know what you mean now. Well, sar, fust 
dere used to cum, just after de old hall clock 
stopped strikin’ midnite, a scream dat would 
start up like a Tom cat a-mewin’ and keepa 
gittin’ louder and louder till it brung de hars 
to my head right straight up, and filled my 
throat up wid my heart; it would den sim 
mer down till it died rite out; den a lady—I 
seed her once, and may de good Lord forgib 
me if cbber I look again—would come down 
de steps, rite slow, wid a long trail omepe.

not a great ways from the northwestern 
boundary of Washington, which was occu- 
pied in ‘‘ye long ago’’ as a public tavern and

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hostelry, and which did not enjoy a very good 
reputation in those days, owing to the sad- 
den disappearance of several travelers who 
stopped there over night. The last disappear- 
ance, which occurred away back, shortly after 
the beginning of the eighteenth century, was 
thatof two Pennsylvanians who were taken 
in by the villainous proprietor, a florid-vis- 
aged Welshman, one dark, stormy night, and 
who have never been heard from since. It 
was discovered a few years later, after the 
proprietor had fled the country on accountof 
threats of lynching, which were freely in- 
duiged in by the residents of that vicinity, 
that several bodies had been buried in a pit 
under the houge, and ever since that time the 
house has enjoyed the reputation of being 
haunted, aud strange sightsare reported as oc- 
curring there very frequently. The house, 
which has been remodeled, stood vacant a 
long time, but is now occupied. 

There is another old Kast Washington build- 
ing, which was used during the late war as a 
prison, and it is said the bodies of prisoners 
who died therein were buried in its eapacious 
cellars—which furnishes an item of interest 
of very recent occurrence. A gentleman who 
occupies rooms in this building Keeps a banjo 
hung upon his wall, upon wich he is an 
adept performer, and although it has hung 
from the same nail for a year, nothing unu- 
sual occurred until decoration day night. On 
the night in question, shortly after St. Aloy- 
sius’s deep-toued bells had announced the 
bewitching hour of midnight, the banjo began 
to play, tirst soft, then merging into an in- 
creased clatter and bang bang. , The gentle- 
man arose, and after lighting the gas, care- 
fully examined the instrument and room, 
dine door was still locked; a look under the 
bed and into the closet failed. to reveal the 
presence of any one, living or spiritual. He 
returned to bed, turning the gas low, butonly 
to hear the music resumed. He arose again 
quickly, took down the instrument and hung 
it in another position and retired, Yet 

THE PHANIOM BANJOIST 
resumed his melody, nor did he cease for at 
least a half-hour, when the sound died away 
and quietness reigned supreme. 

This statement is vouched for by the gen- 
tleman, his wife and two occupants of the 
next room, who yelled through the keyhole, 
‘‘For heaven's sake stop that infernal noise at 
this time o’ night!’’ It is supposed the spirit 
of 

SOME POOR BOY IN GRAY 
who died in the building, away from home 
and friends in the sunny south, returned to 
his former prison home on the night follow- 
ing memorial day, and, seeing the familiar 
old banjo, regaled himself with touching its 
magic chords. 

There is a point afew miles down the river 
where, some years ago, an escaped inmate of 


the insane asylum 
PLUNGED MADLY INTO THE POTOMAC, 


in an attempt to wade across and elude his 
pursuers—he being drowned in the attempt— 
which is visited on stormy nights by a vapory 
figure, the appearance being always preceded 
by a weird light—similar to that of a will-’o- 
the-wisp. An old waterman living near the 
spot related to the Critic that one stormy 
night he was belated, and did notarrive home 
until after midnight. 

“When nearly opposite the pint, sir,’ he 
said, ‘the wind a howlin’ and the waves a 
splashin’ agin my boat, 1 noticed a peculiar 
light directly off my stern; but l had my hands 
full ’tendin’ to the craft—it was all I wanted 
to do—so I didn’t pay much attention to it. 
By-em-by I felt kinder peculiar, and turnin’ 
my head I saw a sight that struck terror into 
me, like a big knife stuck into a steer. There, 
sittin’ on my stern seat, was the figger of a 
man, but he looked more like a cloud, one of 
these silver-colored ones, than he did like a 
man. I felt weak, and oh! Lord! how I 
worked that boat, and you just bet, sir, I 
didn’t look agin’ till I felt my keel a-grindin’ 
agin the shore; then Ilooked, butit was gone. 
I knowed at once it was the spirit of the crazy 
man that was drowned off the bar. You kin 
see his light often on stormy nights.”’ 

There are other places and points about 
Washington of superstitious interest, but to 
detail them at once would be to fill volumes, 
so the Critic has selected for present publica- 
tion a few of the more prominent and interest- 
ing ones.

A VETERINARY SURGEON, 


Dr. J. N. Cook, a graduate of the Ontario veteri- 
nary college, and a member of the Ontario veteri- 
nary medical a*s. ciation, has located in Atlanta, 
and proposes to open an infirmary here for the 
treatment of diseases of the horse. Dr. Cook is a 
gentleman of ability, who comes well recommended 
and with strong letters of indorsement. He says 
that the people of the south have wrong ideas 
about the treatment of diseases of the horse, He 
said: 

“The people in this country have never fully un- 
derstood the diseases of the horse. They do not 
pretend to give the subject of curing their ailments 
as much attention as they should.

That horse was 
slowly choking to death. I inserted a tube 
in his wWindpipe and he is about ready 
forservice. The treatmentthatis given for such 
diseases as what is generally dubbed founder is 
absurd. Notone horsein ten that is charged with 

sweeney really has the disease, because sweeney is 
avery uncommon disease among horses. In fact 
the cure of diseases of the horse has never been 
treated in the light of science, and consequently 
you bave many valuable horses to die that might 
be saved.’ 

“What do you think of the practice of killing 
horses that have their legs broken?’’ 

‘‘A simple fracture can be cured very easily and 
it is worth the trouble if the horse 1s worth say six- 
ty or seventy-five dollars. The great trouble is to 
get a horse to stand still. The best way is to put 
the leg in plaster paris and thus make the horse 
stand perfectly still so far as the injured limb is 
concerned. It wiil thon knit together in about two 
weeks. A horse’s bones will knit very nearly as 

quickly as a human being’s will.’’

He loved her 
with all hisheart and served her withall his zeal. 
Foreighteen years he was a member of this com- 
pany, servingin all her posts of trust and danger, 
and never faltering in the faithful, courageous and 
honorable discharge of every duty. For fifteen of 
those years he held official honors in the company 
and remained upon the active roll to the day of his 
death. He occupied, and filled with like ‘satisfac- 
tion almost every office in the fire pepartment of 
Atlanta, and by his untimely death, not aione his 
loving comrades of Tallulah, but the entire com- 
munity, have sustained a loss that will not soon 
be forgotten or repaired. He illustrated nobly the 
words: 
“We live in deeds, not years—in thoughts, not 
breath ; 
In feclings, not in figures on a dial. 
We should count time by heart-throbs. 
lives 
Who thinks most, feels the noblest, acts the best!’’

Resolved, further, Thst we tender to his bereaved 
family our sincerest sympathy, feeling that in their 
loss of the father, the brother and the son, a void 
has been made in their midst that our condolence 
cannot fill,but the grief from which it may in some 
slight degree make less poignant. 
Resolved further;' That a page of our book of 
minutes be dedicated to our deceased brother, that 
this memorial be spread thereon, a copy of the same 
be: furnished his family and it be also 
published as expressive of our esteem for our com- 
rade and grief for his loss.

Reunion ef a Brigude Once Well Known Kound 
/ ’ Abeoat Atilenta. 
Correspomdence of the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
CARLISLE, Ky., July 20, 1882.—For the last 
two days almost every available vehicle in 
our little city has been brought into use to 
convey veterans, their wives and friends to 
the grand reunion of the noted First Ken- 
, tucky Brigade at the famous Blue. Lick 
«Springs. All the veterans putup atthe Ar- 
lington hotel, owned by Captain Dan Turney, 
a member of the Second Kentucky regiment, 
and were cordially greeted by that gentleman. 
This is the first reunion of» this : brigade since 
they were paroled in the spring of 1365, at 
Washington, Ga. Prominent among the

Each and every one pro- 
nounced the reunion an enjoyable affair, and 
_at their next annual meeting the attendance 
will be greatly in excess of this. While a few 
league this afternoon, the majority will spend 
several days at this pleasams summer resort.

SKEVOM-OF THE FIRST KEN®UCKY BRIGADE, 

This brigade, of which General Joseph E, 
Johnston said there was ‘‘no better intantry 
in the world,’”’ and that it wes ‘“‘the best 
brigade in the confederate army,’’ was mainly 
organized near Clarksville, Tenn., in July, 
1561, ahd afterwards consolidated at Bowling 
Green, Kentucky, in the fall of the same 
year. It was composed, of tive regiments of 
ten companies éach, made up of the tlower of 
Kentucky manhood and bravery. This brigade 
consists of the Second, Fourth, Ninth and 
Sixth Kentucky and Forty-first Aiabama 
regiments, the last named being taken’ out 
after the battle ot Chicamauga and the Fifth 
Kentucky regiment placed in its stead. These 
regiments were respectively commanded by 
Reger Hansun, Colonels Trabue, Hunt, Lewis 
and Hawkins, names well and favorably 
known in Kentucky. General John ©. Breck- 
enridge, once vice-president of the United 
States, was its first brigadier general, and, 
though made a major-general about the time 
of Ahe brigade’s tirst engugement, never lost 
sight of this well-disciplined and handsome 
body of Kentucky svuldiers. 

Prominent amoug the other brigadiers were 
Roger Hanson, who iell at Murfreesboro; 
Benjamin H. Helm, who expired from hon- 
orab.e Wounds on the field of Chickamauga, 
and Joseph H. Lewis, the present chief jus- 
tice of Kentucky. 

Of all these regiments, the Second Ken- 
tucky, organized by Colonel, aferwards brig- 
adier generai, Roger Hanson, seems to en- 
joy the most favurable reputation for Ken- 
tucky dash, daring and manly vigor. 

This brigade probably did more continuous 
hard fighting than any other body of infantry 
in the confederacy. ‘Their first battle of im- 

vortance was at Shiloh, where Albert Sidney 

estan fell. Here, as a reserve, commanded 
by Colonel Robert Trabue, they wére thrown 
into the most exposed places, and sustained 
terrific losses. They afterward assisted in the 
defense of Vicksburg, fought at Baton Rouge, 
Hartsville, Murfreesboro, Chickamauga and 
Mission Ridge. In the tast named battle 
they gallantly covered the retreat of the 
fleeing rebel army during a thirty miles’ 
march., In May, after the Mission Ridge 
conflict, they were fighting every day for one 
hundred and twenty days in the state 
of Georgia, participating in the engage- 
ments at Resaca, Dallas ©. H., Marietta, 
Peachtree ereek, around Atlanta and at 
Jonesboro. In _ September, 1864, they were 
detached from theizdivisiov; and mounted at 
Barnesville, Ga.. They-were in front of Sher- 
man on the whole line of his march from At- 
lanta to the sea, and on reaching Savannah, 
justahead of him, were dismounted and 
placed in the trenches of that city. After the 
évacuation of Savannah they passed up the 
Savannah river, on the Carolina side, to the 
mouth of Briers creek, ef revolutionary fame, 
where they crossed buck into Georgia, and re- 
mained till February, 1865, when they went 
to Camden, 8. ©.. and were following General 
Potter's army dewn the Wateree, when they 
heard of the surrender of Lee, ete. They were 
paroled at Wastington, Ga, thehome of Gen- 
eral Bob Toombsyin May, 1865. 

Thus they paricipated in some of the most 
bloody and desperate struggles of the civil 
war, were in hundreds of battles and always 
were the admiration of both armies. Since 
the war closed those who were spared to re- 
turn to their liomes have made honorable and 
useful citizens. Tose. 
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BUILDING GREAT NAMES. 


A New and Interesting Game as Played by German 
in New York. 
From the New-York 8un. 

Apart, ina far corner, sit a company of six 
or eigitt gentlemen intent on a game which a 
free trafisiation mizhtdescribe as “Historical 
Puzzles.’ The faces of the grotip are keen 
and critiead.. A few wear an intent expré® 
sion; others jook perplexed; one or two ack 
in serene contentinent—these possess the key. 
The game requires few accessories, The essen- 
tials areready wit, ‘ability in-histerical con- 
troversy, a table, a bit of ebalk, and a sponge. 
"The gentlemen seated about this tabie are, 
without exception, experts in historical con- 
troversy, and to stagger them you- must call 
to your assistance a vast amount of erndition. 

The immediate object of the game is to 
acbievé some histori. albname, either thatiofa 
person or sume event. Usually the game is 
confined to names of persons. One of the 
party writes down a‘“‘nucleus” of letters as 
they follow in proper order in any name, and 
then each participant,in tarn, adds af he can, 
a single letter at one end or the other, until 
the full name is set forth. No capital letters 
aré Allowed, and the Christian and surname, 
if both are used, must berun together. Thus 
“George Washington,”’ if written according 
to the rules of this game, will present him- 
self as “‘georgewashington.”’ 

Taking the chalk, No. 1 writes “erco.”. No. 
? takes the chaJk. He looks at ‘“‘erco” with a 
troubled expression. He has two minutes by 
the timekeever’s watch in which to distin- 
guish bimself. ‘He fails to do so, and the 
timekeeper cries ‘‘schwam’"’ (sponge), and 
drops that article (the insignia of his office ) 
on the table. The result is that thetally man 
gives No. 2 a‘‘mark.” No. 3 how grappie- 
with the situation. He has had the benetit 
of No. 2's two minutes, and has, besides, two 
of hiS own to drawupon. A light breaks in 
on him, a knowing louk comes inte his eyes 
and he adds an “‘l,” making “ercol.”’ No. 4, 
to whom the chalk is now transmitted, is stil! 
int’ the dark, and af fhe expiration of) two 
minutes fakes a eae NG. 5, sees the ob 
lem n before him,.-and adds an *i/ 
thus—‘‘hercol.”’ "Ne: @ faris;-but No. 7 adds a

forth. 

No.1 might have begun with any other. se- 
quence of letters composing the name, as, for 
instance, “chr,” ‘‘stophe,”’ ‘‘bu,’’ “‘rist.’’ The 
final period must not be neglected. It counts 
as # letter, and is in orderwhenevVer it can be 
appropriately employed. Ht frequently acts 
like the ‘previous question’ in debate, and 
cuts off all controversy, at least at one end. 
Thus you have in mind tbe father of your 
country, and write ‘‘ing.” The next man, to 
your surprise, adds a period. Your intended 
‘Washington’ is now spoiled, and as there is 
no going beyond the period, all additions 
mast be madé to the left. Finally the word 
turns out “irving,”’ “Schelling.” or another 
name terminating in ‘“‘ing.’’ Sometimes a 
name is completed, and needs but the period, 
yet so outlandish is it that none are aware of 
this fact except the person who added the last 
letter; and it has happened that a mark on 
this account has fallen to all but the one in 
the secret, and that when his turn came he 
quietly added the period, to the intense dis- 
gust of all the rest. Parenthetically, it may 
be mentioned here that no initials are per- 
mitted, only. full names, either with or witb- 
out the Christian name or names. Thus, 
“Channing,” or ‘‘William Ellery Channing,’’ 
but never *' W. E. Channing.”’ ) 

When a hame is completed, be who has 
scored the most marks is entitled to start the 

xt. If he feels confident that he has hit 
fipon a good one, it will be to his interest to 
put down as many letters as possible without 
betraying his secret, inasmuch as his ‘‘nu- 
cleus’’ may be used for any historic name to 
which it can be adjusted Let us take these 
letters—‘‘obrah.’’ Should he omit the *‘o,”’ 
and write “‘brah,’’ the result might be ‘‘abra- 
hamlincoln,’’ which is several centuries be- 
yond the period he wishes todistinguish with 
a selection. All go down before ‘‘obrab,” 
each scoring a mark. Now the originalscribe 
adds an ‘‘h,”’ thus, “hobrah.”’ Again all are 
in the dark, and receive another mark. Next 
the original inventor makes it ‘‘ehobrah.”’ 
Matters are still as bad as before, and mark 
follows mark perchance until the full name 
is completed in order as follows: ‘‘Chobrah,”’ 
‘“yehobrah,”’ ‘‘ychobrahe,” ‘tychobrahe.” 


And it might happen, even in a fairly intelli- 
gent company—unless some member were as- | 


tronimically inclined—that none would rec- 
ognize the name and add the final period, and 
thus all would reap another mark each. 

Asin a game of ‘‘draw,’’ now and then 
some member will attempt to ‘bluff’ his way 
through. Ata loss to makean intelligent ad- 
dition, he will in sheer desperation add any 
letter at random, trusting that he has _ per- 
ehance made a lucky hit, and that the next 
man will see his way to a solution, or himself 
indulge in a bluff. In either such case the 
Original ‘‘bluffer’’ is saved a mark. Should 
the next man give up the problem, however, 
and, perchance suspecting a bluff, call for 
“the word,” then No. 1 has nothing to do but 
confess. Any member, when his turn comes 
to chalk, can at any time demand ‘the word”’ 
from the man who made the last addition. If 
this one made a correct addition, and is able 
to show that he was working toward an intel- 
ligent conclusion then the one who ‘‘called’’ 
takes a mark, and a new word is begun 
Should the ‘‘call’’ detect a bluff, then the 
bluffer takes a mark, while all the rest sub- 
stract each a mark from his own score, unless 
it happens that none stand against their 
names. If itis found that some member of 
the company is given to bluffing, he will be 
called frequently. 


FREAKS OF LIGHTNING. 

Finley McCoy, of Knox county, Fla., while 
hoeing corn during a thunder storm, was 
instantly killed by lightning 

A negro of Camden county, North Caro- 
lina, stopped to kiss his baby that lay sleeping 
in itseradle, when a lightning stroke killed 
them both. 

Lightning struck the barn of Dr. P. M. 
Stanbrough, near Newburg, New York, kill- 
ing a horse and severely injuring bis son 
Clurence, yet without doing the least damage 
to the building. 

Lightning struck a barn near Cleveland in 
which two boys, John Burns, aged 17, and 
John F. Lyons, aged 14, had taken shelter, 
instantly killing them, but doing no damage 
to the building. 

Lightning instantly killed Mrs. Jacob 
Reichert, of Monticello, Fia., as she was in 
the act of closing the window blinds of her 
home, shocked to insensibility ber son, and 
threw down her husband, who was in the 
yard, 

A gun having both barrels heavily loaded 
stood in the chamber of Wallace Rrock’s 
house, Fairview, N. J., where it was struck 
by lightning. The gun was not discharged, 
although the stock was torn to splinters. 

When Charles Walters, of Helen Furnace, 
Pa., was struck by lightning it ran down his 
body, cutting open his coat, trousers and one 
boot, as if done with a*knife. The beech tree 
under which he was standing gave no evi- 
dence of the bolt. 

As Mrs. Sophia Mervine, of West Philadel- 
phia, was replacing the spout of the tin leader 
that ran down the outside of her house, light- 
ning knocked it frum her hand. The bolt 
then passed into the water of the receiving 
barrel, completely deluging her with water. 
Thee most singular part of the whole occur- 
rence is that neither the woman nor the house 
was injured in the least. 

A strange freak of lightning occurred in 
the house of Daniel Gay, Rockingham, N. C. 
Mrs. Gay heard a sound resembling the burst- 
ing of a gun cap in an adjoining room, and 
on looking in the room was astonished to see 
a blaze of fire ascending from the floor near 
where two children were seated. The blaze 
apparently ascended to the roof and went 
out. About an hour afterward Mrs. Gay re- 
turned to the dining room, when a ball of fire 
nearly as large as a child’s head came in the 
direction of her and seemed to strike ber in 
the breast, then burst in three or more streams 
of fire, the fire quickly going out. Mrs. Gay 
was considerably stunned, and it was several 
hours before she recovered from the shock.

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THE DESERTED CAMP. 


DR. HARRIS’S OCCUPATION LIKE 
THAT OF OTHELLO 


Becomes a Thing That Was But Is Not—Folding the 
Tents at the Smali-Pox Camp and Closing Up 
the Hospital—An Interview With the Doc. 
tor On What He Has Seen Out There. 


Thursday things looked lonesome at the 
smail-pox hospital. The last of the patients 
had died and been buried, and the quarantine 
canip was broken up. Not a soul was left 
upon the ground except Dr. Harris, and the 
last remaining guard, officer Parish. The 
two held a council of war, the result of which 
was that.in short order everything was fumi- 
gate@; and the odor of burning sulphur and 
rosin took the place of the odors of the small- 
pox hospital. Every tent was fumigated and 
such articles as could be of service in case of 
another outbreak, were treated in a similar 
manner. 


the then deserted hospital building, aud with 
a hammer and nails and a plentiful supply of 
strips of plank the work of nailing up the 
building was begun. Strips were nailed across 
the windows and doors on the inside, with 
exception of a single window which was left 
open as an avenue of escape for the doctorand 
his assistant. When they had put everything 
in shape on the inside they crawled through 
the window and nailed it up securely. Then 
& number of strips were nailed across the 
doors and windows, un the outside, until it 
seemed impossible that any man would have 
the energy to break into the house. Then Dr. 
Harris remarked, as he surveyed the work: 

‘The man who breaks into that house de- 
serves to catch small-pox.”’ 

Officer Parish said he thought so too, and 
continued: 

**Now let’s wash.”’ 

Then the two men, who have been for 
three months as completely cut off from the 
world as if they had been in the middle of 
Okeefenokee swamp, betook themselves to a 
Watery retreat and, after indulging in the 
nearest thing possible to a Turkish bath, 
donned new suits of clothes, burned their 
old ones, took a last lingering look atthe 
broken-up camp and turned their faces town- 
ward. When they reached Atlanta, they took 
another bath each, as an additional precau- 
tion, and then went into the bosoms of their 
respective families, where they were received 
with much rejo:cing. 

WHAT DR. HARRIS SAYS, 


Dr, Harris, whose face was bronzed by ex 
posure, remarked as he. stroked his beard 
which a razor had net touched for three 
months: 

‘I feel like I had been tothe war. Before 
I went to the small-pox hospital I bought this 
suit of clothes and felt like I was wearing 
some cheap stud, unworthy of my noble self. 
I exchanged this suit for the one 1 wore while 
on duty,and have been roughing itsolong that 
now that lam back into this, I feel like the 
best dressed man in town. I feel awkward in 
a hat that don’t flop down over my eyes. J] 
have put on some new shoes and I can hardly 
recognize my own foot. I really think now 
that I have the best looking footintown. I 
know it is when compared with the number 
nine brogans that I used to wear at the camp. 
I] have had my beard trimmed. I feel clean, 
dressed up and my friends are so glad to see 
meand [| am _ go glad to see them that you 
may put me down as happy for once. I 
shall loaf around for a week and then I will 
hie away to the mountains and rest.”’ 

‘Tell ine something about your experience 
at the camp?” said THe Cons7TITUTION, 

“IT was at the camp before I knew it,’ re- 
plied the doctor. “Qpve day afew days after 
the first case, Doctor Baird, of the board of 
hexalth, came to me, and in that deliberate 
way of his, remarked: ‘Dector, we have a 
few cases of small-pox out at the hospital 
and we'd like to have you go out there and 
look after them.’ He was so del ‘berate, so 
cool about it. He said it’ just as he would 
have mentioned a case of sore throat, I 
dicn’t care much about it. Ihad never had 
smull|-pox, but | was nct afraid, so I deeided 
at once to go, and almost in a twinkling I was 
installed as master of the smali-pox camp. 
That was on the 19th of April, just three 
months and one day ago. There were seven 
cases at the hospital at ihe time that I went 
there, and I was just beginning to feel good 
over the small number of cases when a fresh 
crop came on, and in one day _ they 
brought me out ten cases. In a day or two 
more they brought eight more, and almost 
before I had time to think I was right ‘n the 
midst of forty or fifty cases of small-pox. All 
day and much at night I was walking right 
in among all those cases. On every side of 
me ‘were the sick and dying, and the stench 
was terrible. At first I did not noticeit, but 
by and by it became almost sickening, and I 
could eat nothing that was put before me. If 
fora moment I would forget the scene at the 
hospital and begin to eat, some message would 
come tome that such and such a one was 
dead, or that so and so needed something, and 
at once my appetite would be gone. I simply 
could not help it. I had a busy time—so 
busy that from the 19th of April to the 17th 
of June I never undressed to go to bed.”’ 

THE FUNERALS AT THECAMP. 

‘Tell me something about the number of 
patients and the deaths.” 

‘“{hadin all 112 cases of small-pox and 
about 50 cases of varioloid. There were 44 
deaths from small-pox and two from other 
sources,’’ 

‘“tiow would you conduct. vour funerals?’ 

“When a patient would die we would sim- 
ply put him in a cheap coflin, put the coftin 
on a wheelbarrow and carry biw te the burial 
place and bury him. It was not a place where 
we could hold funeral services, and out there 
in that piny grove there forty-six graves were 
made and filled, and no solemn services 
were held overa single one. They are all in 
a row and at the head of each a little head 
board tells the occupant’s name. At one end 
is that of Myria Tate, the one who first died, 
and at the other is that of Sallie Howard, who 
died a few days ago.” 

‘‘How many did you havyein the quarantine 
camp?” 

“There were 225 persons in the quarantine 
camp, 
santtox occurred, twenty-five of which re- 
covered,” 

‘‘Have you ever obtained a clue as to where 
the disease came from?” 

“The most likely theory is one that the 
negroes themselves have hit upon: When 
the first case was sent out there was a woman 
taken from the Beaver Slide to the quarantine 
camp whese name was Lizzie Holmes. She 
came from Chattanooga and put up at the 
Beaver Slide about two weeks before the case 
originated there. She had had small-pox 
some. time before, - and it is probable 
that she had been exposed to it in Chat- 
tanooga and brought the disease with 
cher in some of her clothes. When 
Myra Tate was taken with the 
disease and carried to the hospital, Lizzie 
Holmes was carried to the camp and put 
under quarantine. She had a cousin named 
Guilford Holmes who took the disease but 

ot well. Aaron Johnson, a friend of Lizzie 

olmes, took the disease and died. Rachael 
Seagraves, a friend of the woman, also took 
the disease and died. The other day in open- 
ing Aaron Johnson's trunk, I found a note 
which read this way: ‘Dear Aaron, I am out 
here in the quarantine camp. Please bring 
me some Scotch snuffand a pint of whisky. 
Weare allout here having a very lonely 
time. Myre is deadand no other cases of 
small pox. Tell Rachel to take good care of 
my clothes. Tell Guilford to send out my 
mail. Liazie Holmes.’ A few days after that, 
all Mose parties mentioned took small pox. 
The negroes all regarded Lizzie Holmes as 
the person who brougft the disease to At- 
lanta.”’ 

‘‘How did you treat the patients?”’ 

“The main thing was to give them good 
nursing. It takes very .littie medicine in 
small-pox. It was desirable to keep the pa- 
tients as quiet as possible and as free from ex-

Atlanta, Ga.: I send you by express this even- 
ing your balloon. It lunded at half- past twelve 
o’clock on 4th July, about 35 miles from At- 
lanta, at the forks of Yellow river and Big 
Hayne’s creek, about one mile from mouth of 
creek.

A TOE NAIL TELLS THE TALE, 


How a Foul Murder Was Worked Up and What 
BMecume ot It. 


“Speaking of your reputation creates the 
impression that you are old in the detective 
service. How long have you been in the 
business?’ was a remark a CONSTITUTION 
representative made toa detective yesterday 
with whom he had been talking about the 
arrest of Goodwin, thealleged bank defaulter. 

“About twenty years, and | have done 
some hard work in that time. I have made 
some grand successes and some ignominious 
failures; but thatis the luck of the trade, vou 
know,” wasthe detective’s reply. 

‘You ought to know vour business by this 
time.’’ . 
‘Well, I guess I do. Here is a present that 
was given me forthe end I reached ina knotty 
murder case in Kansas, andl havea dozen 
other such testimonials, but none that I prize 
half so much as this watch,” and as he spoke 
he exhibited a pretty gold watch, the cases of 
which bad worn smooth from constant use. 
On the inside of the case was engraved, 
“From G. P. Turner to ‘Charles Davis,’ as a 
testimonial for his services in bringing to jus- 
tice the most brutal murderer of the age, July 
1872.’ 

‘That,’ continued the detective, ‘was one of 
the bloodiest deeds and darkest cases 1 ever 
knew, and as it is ten years old I will tell you 
about it if you wish to know.”’ 

“Go ahead.’’ 

‘Well, you see I was in Kansas in 1871-’7 
looking into the great Bender family. You 
remember them and their reputation for 
bloody, heartless deeds. 

KATE WAS THE DEMON 
who planned all the work, and even her hand 
was steady enough to execute it if necessary. 
Well, while 1 was on this work I went toa 
town in southwest Kansas one night, and 
when [ got upthe next morning the town 
was wild over a brutal murder that had been 
committed during the night. Ihe victim 
was a cattle trader and had just reached 
the town with a large drove of 
cattle, which he was taking to St. Louis. 
About dark the night before his death, he 
left his camp and came inw town. He was 
flush, and began drinking freely, and finally 
got to gambling. Of course he lost and lost 
heavily. Well, about two o’clock in the 
merning he left the gambling table very 
drunk and started for his camp, but the next 
morning about daylight he was found dead 
on the banks of asmail stream half way be- 
tween his camp and town.

EXERCISE AND HEALTH. 
From the Loudon Speciator. 

The very day om which the article on ‘‘The 
Value of Exercise’ appeared in the Speetator, 
a lecture ou the same subject was deiivered at 
Zurich by Dr. Jaeger, of Stuttgart, a gentle- 
man whose theories touching tue influence of 
exercise and clothing on health have lately 
made considerable stir in Germany and Swit- 
gerland. As the lecture was not only highly 
interesting, but in a certain sense an answer 
to the article, a brief statement of the doc- 
tor’s views may prove hot uninteresting to 
your readers. Dr. Jeager’s attention was first 
directed to the value of exercise, by his own 
ijl health, the result as he afteward discovered 
of a too sedentary life. He noticed that wild 
animals, though they had no thought for their 
health, are nearly always whole; and he ask- 
ed himself: Wherein lies the difference be- 
tween soundness and delicacy of constitu- 
tion, and whence arises predisposition to dis- 
ease? To resolve these questions he began a 
series of observations on the effect of 

“mnastic exercises on the human body. 

e compared the health of school chil- 
dren ‘who went through a regular course of 

‘mnastics with those who did not, and he
